applicetion for a patent of the device on
the ground that the Lattery consisted only
of two plater of copper wWith Interposing
asdduinted hlotting paper, which the ex-
aminers pronounced Ihoperative because
there was nowhers any relation of copper
and zinc as required for a battery owell
Alterations were puggested by tha patent
oMece 1o meet the requirements for & bat-
tery, hut they were nol aatisfactory to the
examinets and a second application for a
patent was refused

The Thomas A. Edison, Jr., Chemlcal com-
pany advertiaed ity device sxtensively. In
one of Its wintements It sald that young
Edison had refused 60,000 for his inven-
tiom. It was stated aiso that young Edi-
son had inherited the inventive genius of
his fathar, but had devoted it to the cause
of humanity and was proving hie philan-
thrapy by offering the magno-electric vital-
imer for sale st cost—$8. Readers of the
advertisement were invited to send a de-
seription of thelr allments to Thomas A,
Bdison, Jr., st the company's address and
it was shown by the evidence submitted
that responses were sent to these o the
effect that young Edison had found that
the symptoms described were such as could
be ‘cured by his Invention

Astisiant Attorney General Goodwin, In
the opinlon recommending the fraud order,
paym:

It appears that the article which the
ecompany Is endeavoring to sell to the pub-
e s Inoperative; that all matters of
opinlon relative to Its curative power for
diseases, and other matiers of opinion, are
made dishonestly, and with intent to
orlve and that false and fraudulent repre-
pentutions are mads regarding forelgn pat.
ents, the Inventive genlus of Edison, Jr,
his Inventing this vitalizer, the personal
pttantion alleged to be given to the treat-
ment by Edisoa, jr., the laboratory of
Edison, Jr., and his motives in offering the
artiels for msale.”

Signature Used,

Another featurs in the cass was the fac-
amile of the signaturs of Thomas Alva
Edison, sr., used Ly the company for a
considerable tme, butl afterwards discons-
tinued. It appears from the evidence that
the company imitated the signaiure of
Edison, sr. In his spinion, As-istant At-
torney CGeneral Goodwin anys.

“The company throughout ('« Hierature
expreasly and Impliedly seeks to convey
to the public the Impression that Edison,
o, Is o man of Inventive genius as great
as that of his father. For instance, the
following was written by Manager Bparks:

* ‘Nevor has the truth of the law of
haredity heen so well [lustrated os It
has In the Edisons—father and son.”

the inventor; that under the agreement

On that day he drew up a contract with
Thomas A. Edison, jr., assigning all rights

I never saw any of the com-
pany’s letters until I signed an afMdavit, on
August 27, 1004 All statements which have
been attributed 1o me In the company’a
Mterature are folse, I never EAve an in.
terview to anybody. I was misled by one
named Newton Bennington, and a year ago
roallsed that I was being Imposed upon,
On several occasions I protested the nen-
tion of ‘Mr. Edison' In the company's lit-
erature and the use of your slgnature,
which was taken from n photograph,

"It Is hard for me (o realize now how 1
could have been 50 weak as (o ylold to the
pérsussion of these men, who have been
trading on our family name and your
reputation.'”

MILLIONAIRE FOR BUSINESS

Bank Clerk Who Handles o Hundred
Milllons During Each
Yoar.

The handling of sums of money approxi-
mating $100,00,000 eikch year Is a feal wilh
which but few people have to trouble them-
selves Lemoyne 8. Hatch of Chicago Is
one of these few, Mr, Hatch 18 In charge
of the “currency bin" of the First National
bank and annually bank notes, silver cer-
tificates and gold pass through his hands
e & total of the amount above named.
Heo has been handling money for the last
alx yeuars, 80 he has counted In his life
something lke over $500,000,000. One night
recently at a contest held by bank clerks
he conclusively proved the old adage to the
effect that practice makes perfect, by
counting a total of $6,000 In notes of wvari-
ous denominations in the record-breaking
tims of twenty-one minutes six and a half
seconds.

This money, in the form of notes of aif.
ferent denominations, &=, 108 and 208, was
wragped In one large package divided by
#trips Into small parcels. In counting the
money Mr, Hatoh sorted the denominations
together, counted them, wrapped them up
in packages and made out a complete state-
ment of the currency handled. Each pmok-
age of each denomination was “proved"
afler being sorted and after belng tied up,
80 In all the 84 bills of which the amount
conslsted were handled three times, equal-
Ing the counting of %636 bills one time.
This is considerably aver 100 bills per min-
ute,

“This le a ltile faster than we generally
work during the day's work,'” sald Mr,
Hatch, “but still we count a svod many
notes each minute during the day, We
work about seven hours sach day and count
money &ll the time. The counting of money
in the ecurrency hin of & bank Mke this i
not the simple process that many people
might think. There is one thing that must
be attalned in a department where there
in ench year handled $100,000,000 In cash,
and that is accuracy, The pains Lo which
W §9 0 obtaln this will prove & surprise
lo many who Imagine that money is counted
by one man, then wrapped up and pos-
sibly proved by another

“In handling the money in the currency
n It in 0ot only necessary to properly
count the amount handled, Money must be
woried into the diferent denominations and
Issues. When notes are to be relurned to
the government—and this is done here with
all old money—it is required thal the vari-
ous lssues be returned in separate packyges,
Thus the man counting » stuck of bills
containing eeveral Wouwsand dollare o &ul-

ferent denominations and Issues, must notl
only keep track of his count and sort out
the denominations, but he must alko watech
the |ssucs and do the same with them,

tnke under these conditions does not require
much effort on the part of the clerk., Bo
the money Is proved three times, and when
we are through with it yon could look a
long time without fAnding an error in (L
This Is not so much because of the effec-
tiveness of the system as of the accurscy
which the counter with vears of practice
acquires.
